The-people of Nevada, independent of 


paryt, pretend to be in Carer of the full 
remonetization of silver. Heretofore tho 
people have been divided politically into 
two parties. Both those parties claimed 
to favor the restoration of silver to its 
Constitutional position, tbe place which 
it occupied before the passage of tbe A.ct 
of 1873, whicb it is said 'cost the bond- 
holders half a million dollars. This year 
otb parties in their national conventions 
gave the lie to their former pretensions 
by openly declaring against tb.« free 
coinage of silver until Europe, which 
produces no silver and, as is alleged, 
spent one hundred 
thousand pounds 


sterling to get the Congress to demon- 
etize it, agrees to restore it to its old 
standard. 


As the remonetization of silver is of 


paramount importance to the people of 
Nevada, concerns them, in fact, more 
than the tariff «n iron and steel does the 
people of Pennsylvania, or the bounty on 
sugar does tho sugar makers of Vermont 
and Louisiana, the masses in this State, 
as in other silver-producing States, have 
freed thc"j Delves from the shackles ot 
party and declared that as the Republi- 
can and Democratic organizations are 
opposed to the paramount industry of 
the State, they, the people, look upon 
both as enemies of the commonwealth 
and will not support for any office any 
man who advocates the election of either 
the Republican or Democratic nominee 
for President. 


In several counties in the State over 


ninety per cent, of the voters 'have sol- 
emnly pledged each to the other to vote 
far no man for Legislative or Executive 
office who is not pledged by platform 
and declaration to do all in bin power to 
remonetize silver. One would naturally 
suppose that, as free coinage concerns 
the whole people of the State, there 
•would be practically n unanimous senti- 
ment in its favor. Strange to say, such 
is not the case. 
There are men who 


bold office and men who expect office, 
both State and Federal, who are doing 
all in their power by, appeals to old 
party 
prejudices, to divert attention 


from this great issue and get tbe people 
of Nevada to support men for office who 
are opposed to the chief, industry of the 
State. There are men to whom the over- 
burdened taxpayers of tbe State are pay- 
ing salaries, devoting their whole time 
and whatever ability they may possess to 
the task of deluding people into the be- 
lief that party has stronger claims for 
their support than the welfare of the 
State. 


As the party lash is being vehemently 


wielded and vigorously applied by pollf-

TBOCMLK IN IDAHO. 


The scenes at Carnegie's works in Penn- 


sylvania have been almost repeated at 
Wallace, Id*bo, where onion m>n*-r3 have 
b*en fighting non-union men imported 
from Wisconsin to take their places. 
Four men were killed yesterday. Two of 
them union miners, and the others guards 
at tbe G«m mine, and several others were 
wounded. The Frisco mill was b'own up 
with dynamite and a number of non-nnion 
miners surrendered. 


Tbe cause of th» trouble in tbe Cooar d' 


Alone mines was the proposed reduction in 
wages. Some months ago th« mine owners 
undertook to reduce wages to three dollars 
per day. The union miners struck and 
the mines were closed. The mine owners 
determined to resume operations with im- 
ported miners. ' The union men objected 
and several of tbe leaders were arrested 
•nd enjoined 
by Judge Beatty of the 


United States District Court from inter- 
fering with the working of the mines. 
Yesterday morning the non-nnion men 
commenced work with the remit stated.

WAIXAOB, Idaho, July 11.—The str»iued

troubles culminated this morning between 
6 and 6 o'clock. Among the events of the 
day previous were challenges from non- 
union men at tbe Frisco and Gem mines to 
the union miners, ond at the town of Gem 
all seeing) to indicate • speedy rnptnre. 
Both the Oem and Frisco mines were 
guarded by men behind barricades, armed 
with Winchesters, and as the canyon is 
narrow where tbe mice* are located, the 
men behind the barricades could sweep 
two ruilroad tracks apd the county roads 
with bnlletfl. 


The Gem mina barricade is within 300 


feet of the town of Oem, This morning 
at 5 o'olooft a miner from Gem started for 
Burke and when opposite the Frisco mine 
he WHS fired upon. 
He ran back to Gem 


several hundred yards, where the shot won 
heard, nn1 coon tbe miners in town gath- 
ered with arms. They marched in a body 
toward the Frisco mine. 
When shortly, 


within rifle range a vollay from the Frisco 
mine greeted the miners and lead whistled 


The Situation at Homestead. 


HOMESTAD, Fa., July 11.—The white 


wings of peace are hovering over Home- 
stead to-night. 
The militia ia to be re- 


ceived with open arms by the mill workers, 
and special police, one hundred strong, are 
selected from the ranks of tbe strikers to 
see that no indignity is offered the uniformed 
representatives of the State. This after- 
noon a meeting, attended by about 5,000 
people, was held, over which Burgess Mo- 
Lnkie presided. 
Although burgess of 


Homestead, MeLukie is one of tbe moit 
prominent leader* of the strikers, nnd said: 
We want to arrange for tbe reception o! 
the strikers snob as they nrver tbonght of 
We want our people to welcome the militia 
with, open arms. 
Governor Pattisoo is 


jast the man and will not permit tho troops 
of this State to perpetrate any outrage 
upon the people. 
It is an evident fact thnt 


the Pinkerton people are again mobilizing 
forces. 
Oar Governor does not want any 


bloodshed here, and so our friends who art 
alout to come aie tha safest people yon 
could possibly be ia with, I do not wnnt 
tbe mobilized representation to b« insulted 
by the least indication of displeasure, and 
if any man ia iudisarnot enough to do an 
act of this kind he should be taken to tha 
river and ducked, and I will be one lo help 
it. [Good, and applause.'] 


A mill worker moved that any man offer- 


ing insult to the troops be taken to the 
river and dnoked. The mo ion p re railed 
by acclamation, and special policeman 
were instructed to carry it out, 'Iho bur- 
gess said tbe plan is to get every band in 
Homestead to welcome tbe militia, H* 
announced that he would issue a proclama- 
tion inviting all persons not connected 
with the mills and having no business in 
the city to keep away whila the militia 
should be here. The meeting adjourned 
atuH much enthusiasm.

The Frisco and Qem we*e the only non- 


union mines in the east end of Occur d' 
Alene. There is still considerable excite- 
ment everywhere but no further trouble is 
expected. 


SJ-OKAHB, Wash., Joly 1'.—It is impos- 


sible at this hour (6 p. M.) to learn the ex- 
act condition of affairs at Crear d' Alene. 
It is known, however, that nine men are 
dead; that tho Frisco mill has been do- 
stroyed by dynamite and that the Gem mine 
has been surrendered to tbe strikers and 
the employes tak»n to VTalUoc.

This 
is equally true of city boys who get a 
day or two off from their work. The 
best way to do is to take exercise mod 
erately. 
If a boy }s not used, to long 


walks, he should begin hie summer out- 
Ing with an easy jog along some pleasant 
road for only a mile or two. By increas- 
ing the distance gradually each day, it 
wiU not be long before he can do ten or 
fifteen miles, or twenty for that master, 
without discomfort, and in reality mak- 
ing a positive gain to his health. This 
rule applies equally well to horseback 
and bicycle riding, rowing and other 
work boys may be unaccustomed to.

Photographing Flying liullets. 


Much interest liqs been excjted among 


photographers by Professor Boys' ao 
count of how he succeeded in photo- 
graphing flying bullets. He succeeded in 
securing a photographic picture of a nfle 
ball passing through the air at thescarce- 
ly conceivable speed of 3,000 feet in a 
second. The source of illumination was 
the electric spark, such as that given by 
the discharge of a Leyden jar. The most 
remarkable circumstance is that the 
camera and lens were for thia occasion 
dispensed with, and thm gelatine, plate 
impressed direct with the shadow of the 
missile as it traversed the intervening 
space between the plate and the light 
source. 


The next thing that had to be con- 


sidered was the best means of causing 
the bullet to turn on the electricity for 
its own portraiture, the motion of a fly- 
ing b.ullet being of too rapid a nature to 
admit of any other procedure. At first 
two copper wirae were placed in the path 
of the projectile, the notion being that 
the bullet itself would make the neces- 
sary metallic bridge between them. But 
the wires were shot away before dqin^ 
what was expected of them. Lead wires 
were then substituted with success.— 
London Public Opinion

It affects more than 13,000,000 


people, giving them an inalienable legal 
claim to support in p^ses o| Jnflrmity 
and in old age.. 


The insurance is compulsory in all in- 


dustrial occupations upon persons over 
nxteen years of age of both sexes 
Clerks and tradesmen's apprentices who 
do not earn more than $500 a year alaq 
participate, but assistants and appren 
fices in druggists'" shops aie o-cluded. 


Exemption from compulsory insnrauo 


is gianted to persons who work for 
food, clothes and lodging only, and whx 
receive no pay, or wb,o pra fnuly. m torn 
pqraiiy employment, 


The pension for old age varies from 


about twenty-five dollars to fifty dollars 
a year, and is gi anted to every insured 
person who has completed his seventieth 
year, irrespective of his ability to earn a 
livelihood, provided he does not already 
draw a pension for infirmity. The in- 
firmity pension varies from aboxtt twen- 
ty-seven dollars to over a hundred dol- 
lars, and is given, irrespective of age, to 
pei-sons who are permanently incapaci- 
tated from earning a living. 


In order to establish a claim to a pen- 


sion under th& German law, contribu- 
tions, regulated by the amount of earn- 
ings, mast be paid for a prescribed 
period. Tho means of paying pensions 
are obtained by fixed contributions from 
the imperial troasivry, added to regular 
payments on the part of the employers 
and employed.—Youth's Companion,
